We -nould a\oid throwing anj 
crumbs to the liquor manufacturers as w ell at 
the sellers Tue manufacturer and the whole- 
sale dealer rejoice at the destruction of hq 
uors, it enhances the market value of then 
"goods " Why not provide for the analyza 
tion of all seized hquors and re-distillation oi 
those found impure ? It would be more eco- 
nomical for the State and certamly could not 
be objected to on any ground of efficiency 


Section font proudes that if any municipal 


officer of any cit>, town or plantation, after 
being furnished -ft ith a written notice of a vi- 
olation of any provisions of said chapter or 
acts additional thereto or amendatory thereof 
signed by two persons competent to be nit- 
nesses m civil suits, and containing the names 
and residences of the witnesses to prove such 
offence, wilfully neglects or refuses to insti 
tute proceedings therefor, he shall be liable to 
a fine of not less than twenty nor more than 
fifty dollars to be recovered by indictment — 
To this section we desire to call especial at 
tention. Will not tins provision be liable to 
justify officers m neglecting the enforcement 
of the law ? Will they not, if they choose be 
likely to defend themselves behind this, that 
they do nothing because the ' two persons" 
have not come forward to notify them of any 
violation? The old law is sufficiently e-q>hc- 
it as to the duty of our municipal officers m 
this matter, and this adds nothing to it Docs 
it not rather detract from its force bj imply 
lug that "two persons" may he demanded bj 
any unwilling officer? If we would put a 
penalty before the eyes of the officer, let us do 
so in such a manner that he can in no w aj 
interpret it to the damage of the Ian 


Sect.onjlre provides that any person found 


guilty of violation of these provisions shall be 
sentenced at the same term, unless for reasons 
satisfactory to the Court the case may be con- 
tinued one term, but no longer. This will 
add efficiency to the law 


Section six is an amendment to chapter 130 


o. the laws of 1802, and provides forheavj 
penalties against municipal officers for selling 
adulterated hquors, and is notably just. 


We would throw no tngs in the way of any 


legislation that will improve the efficiency of 
prohibition, and we would not endanger this 
biU by attempting to amend it. But w e 
it may be amended in the points suggested 
without danger, and if so,why not^ We 
want the law, but gne it to us as perfect as 
possible.
